Standard Arabic and Colloquial Arabic 
It is well known that the language of writing in many countries of the world 
today differs somewhat from the language of speech. However , this difference in 
Arabic is great, and it is unavoidable for anyone who studies this language to 
realize its nature and its importance. For the Arabs usually use the classical 
language in writing; it is almost the same in all the Arab World. Thus the Arab 
reader in Kuwait can easily understand what the newspapers of Egypt or Tunisia 
write 5 for example- As for daily life at home, in the streets, in the market 
place, and in the offices, the Arabs use the colloquial language, and this differs 
from one Arab country to another, and differs from the classical in some of its 
sounds, grammar rules, and styles * Some Arab thinkers believe that this differ- 
ence has become in recent years less than it was in the past.
